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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The improper Markush in claim 47 has been overcome by 
proposed amendment. 

Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of reasons set forth in prior final rejection. 
Applicants' argument with respect to 35 U.S.C. §1 12, first paragraph is noted. But, there is no support for the range from zero to less than 
0.5 wt.%. Applicants' argument in paragraph bridging pages 9-10 of instant remarks is noted. But, applicants fail to show boron as taught 
from cited references would affect "burn and oxidation resistance". Applicants' argument with respect to Fe, Cu, and boron carbide is 
noted. But, Fe is in the same Group as Co and Ni. Cu is the balancing element of the claimed composition. Moreover, instant claims, 
claim 47 for example, are excluding carbides which include boron carbide. Applicants' argument in first paragraph, page 1 1 of instant 
remarks is noted. But, since applicants fail to define "reinforcing agent" which reads on the teaching of cited references. Applicants in 
page 11, second paragraph of instant remarks argue instant claim 27 "does not recite any composition limitations" which is found 
inconsistent with claim 27. But, claim 27 recites "a metal alloy, a reinforcement agent, and a bonding promoter" which read on the 
composition as taught by the cited references. Applicants' argument in page 12 of instant remarks is noted. But, it is found inconsistent 
with rejected claims, for example 47, which includes metal oxide and other reinforcing fibers 
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
